Neror put stamps on your checks boforo 


jou get to the bank, but gin the teller two 
cents »nd ask him to lick it ami canc«l it for 
you; tho teller eipocls to lick all the stamps 
«B<1 it is a source of disappointment to him 
when people insist on doing it themselves, 
and will MTO him buying his lunch. 


In depositing money, try and get it upside 


down and wroug oncl foremost, so that the 
taller may have a little exercise iri straight- 
ening it up before counting il. 


It is best nol to tako your bank book with 


you, but call at another time to hare it «i- 
tered. Yon can thus inoke tiro trips to the 
bank where one would answer. 


If a checlc is inade payable to your order, 


ba careful not to endorse it before handing 
it to the teller, but lot him return it to you 
and wait while you endorse it; this helps 
pass the time and is a pleasure and relief to 
the teller. 


You can generally save time when making 


> deposit by counting your money down to 
the teller, as you can nearly always count 
more speedily and correctly than he can. 


If yon make a depoyit of $100 and give a 


check for $30, it is a good thing to call fre- 
quently at the bank and ask how your ac- 
count stands, as it impresses the officers fa- 
rorably with your business qualifications. 


Never keep any record of. when your notes 


fall due, and then if they are protested cen- 
sure the bank for not giving you notice. 


Always data your checks ahead ; it is a 


never failing sigh that you keep a good bal- 
ance m bank, or if yon do not wish it gen- 
erally known that you are doing a good bus- 
iness, do r/ot deposit your money nrjlil about 
the time you espoct your check "will bo in. 


A strict observance of the foregoing rules 


will make yoiir accounts desirable for liny 
bank; arid make you n general favorite with 
all tho bitiik officers.
